UTAH 
*-* ORTY-FIVE miles north of Bluff. 
I* 
iii Southwestern Utah, within a 
space of about five miles, are three 
natural bridges which are understood 
to he the largest of their kind in 
existence. 
Named Slpapu (Gate of Heaven), 
Ka chitra (Guardian Spirit) and Owa- 
chomo (Rock Mound), these bridges 
were discovered in I SHS. 
The three ; 
constitute a National monument, being I 
so 
proclaimed 
by

noun cement in loos. 
The largest of the three has an ex­ 
treme height of 222 feet and is 65 
feet thick at the top of the urch, 
which is 28 feet wide. It lins a span 
of 261 feet. the height of the span 
being 157 feet.
